tically been at Geath’s door for sev- 
eral days: 
Gradual Heart Failure. 

The immediate cause of death was 
gradual heart failure, hastened: by in- 
flammation of: one of. the lungs which 
had threatened. .to develop. into pneu- 
monia. Attending physicians declared, 
however, that the primarycausée was 
overwork, due. to the arduous duties of 
a member of the supreme court and as 
commissioner of the United States, in 
1914, to the mediation conference be- 
tween the United.

The Hart county farmers also dis- 
ouased favorably the pending proposal 
thatthe federal government shall de- 
velop some lbarge.water power which‘ 
will provide for the establishment of a 
plant for making nitrates from the 
nitrogen of the air. It is believed thi> 
will cheapen the price of fertilizers.

The year of worship was ushered in} 
at the First Presbyterian church yes- 
terday morning with.a sermon by Dr. 
Liyons upon the text, “This year also,” 
and the celebration of the Lord's Sup- 
per, at which the names of thirty- 
three new members were announced.
